CANON STREETER'S

SCIENCE'S GREAT NEED

BRITISH LINES AVOID 
“PANAMA CANAL. 


A considerable volume of the 
cargo traMe between New Zealand 
and England has been diverted 
from the Panama Canal to the Cape 
Horn route as the result of the 
rafsing of the effective canal dues 
for British vessela by the ‘present 
low level of the dollar exchange. 

All the Commonwealth und Do- 
minion vessels except one during 
the next six months are going via 
Cupe Horn, 

The motor ships of the Shaw, 
Savill and Albion line, a Press ‘re- 
presentative Jearned have been 
diverted to the same route. No 
decision has yet been’ taken .re- 
garding the passenger boats of the 
line, which use the canal, except 
that the port of ‘refuelling for coal- 
burning vessels has been changed 
to Kingston, Jamaica, ‘ax a result 
of ‘the exchange level. 


Decreased Cargecs. 

Shipowners have been compelled 
to reconsider the whole question of 
the vost of using cither the 
Panama or Suez Canals in relation: 
to present freight rates and the 
reduced volume of cargoes, The 
addition of more than 2,500 miles 
in distance and cight or nine days 
in the duration of the ‘voyage is 
regarded less seriously in view of 
the decreased ~ demand for cargo | 
space, ' 

It will be reealled that the Liver- 
pool Shipowners' Association began 
to press last year for substantial 
reductions in tho Suez Canal dues. | 
Following an appreciable division 
of cargo trafic from Australia and 
the Fur East to the Cape of Good 
Hope route, the dues of the canal 
were reduced by about 8 per cent. 
us from November 15. 

Pressure for further reductions 
has been continued by British ship- 
owners, and it has been suggested 
that dues 15 'per cent. below tho 
present level would be sufficient to 
malntain the 26 per cent. dividend

A simple polishing paste of many 
uses consists only of beoawax thinly 
shaved into turpentine. It is suit- 
ably for polishing furnituro, stained 
floora, linoleum, tiled floors and 
doorsteps with exoellont results. 

Ono advantage is that it keops 
things the samo colour, not darkon- 
ing them. It forma a emovcth surface 
and prosorves all leather goods. 
When tho boot polish runs out, it 
can be proased into temporary scr- 
vice, and given satisfaction, particu- 
Inrly if Inmp-black or brown colour- 
ing is added. 

To waterproof the children's boots, 
heat togethor 1 07. of beenwax, 1/2 
oz. of mutton fat in 2 078. of either 
olivo or linseed oil. Add 1/2 02. of 
Jampblack when hot and stir until 
cool. Warm the boots or nhoca and 
rub in the compound. 

Upholatery and leather repnirs. 
which mako stiff sewing, are mado 
canicr by drawing tho thread ngainst 

‘ce of beeswax, which nlso helps 
to prerorve it. 

Marblo ornaments, from which 
picoos have become detached, can be 
ro-fixed with a cement composed of 
eight parta of resin and one part of 
beeawax warmed ‘together, and four 
arts of plastor-of-Paris added when 
Rot, Tho pieces of marble should 
be ‘made hot before ‘applying the 
cement, © .

Appearing at a lime when we 
all like to think of bringing some 
joy into the lives of the little ones, 
the second annual report of the 
Hongkong Society for the Protee- 
tion of Children makes an appeal 
for help which we trust will not 
he permitted to go unanswered. 
Roth in the report itself and in the 
list of selected cnses illustrating the 
Society’s activities there is ample 
‘evidence to be found of the magni- 
fieent work which is being done, on 
thoroughly sound and helpful lines, 
to help the helplesa und succour 
those in real need. Needing an in- 
cume of from $15,000 to $27,000 a 
year, the Society is, excepting for 
a Government grant’ of $3,000, 
wholly dependent on voluntary ¢on- 
tributions. In view of the humani- 
tirian mission which is being so 
well discharged by this youthful 
hut vigorous organisation, we can 
conceive of few caures 80 worthy 
of being remembered at this senson 
of the year, . 
~ Leas than eighteen months ago, 
the Society had no inspectors; to- 
day, it has three, and in view of 
the great number of medical cases 
which have latterly come in for 
attention, the latest appointments 
have been Iadica fully qualified as 
traincd nurses. Some idea of the 
‘extent of the Society’s work can be 
obtained from the fact that in less 
than a year well over three hundred 
cases have been handled,. involving 
more than five hundred and sixty 
children. It has boen-rovealed that 
most of the cases calling for help 
are attributable to ‘the extreme 
poverty in which so many Chinese 
of the Colony are living, a. poverty 
for which there is no organised re- 
ef. This, coupled: with overcrowd- 
ing has becn reflected in malnutri-

Has Nationalism Come to Stay?

TORY. 


OW the dust of the General 

Election hag had time to settle, 
and Facts are no longer distorted by 
frenzy, Great Britain may well take 
stock of her position. To look 
backwards, over the rapid sequence 
of recondite events lately enacted, Ia 
to get a distinct impression of 
nightmare. It secms_ utterly, in- 
credible a grent and hiatorie nation 
should have drifted so very near 
to total shipwreck as we did during 
the final phase of the late Socialist 
Ministry. 

To gauge the depths of the ceono- 
mic and social ubyss from which. we 
escaped by u hatr'a brendth, we 
need only pleture what must have 
happened ff sane eleventh-hour 
promptings had not brought the 
National party to the rescue of a 
doxperate situation. 

With our unemployed mounting 
up towards three million, foreign 
investors fleeing from our plague- 
stricken pound, and the Intter fol- 
lowing the dramatic debacle of the 
post-War German mark, we should 
now have been at our laat gasp, 
There would have been no mency for 
the dole quetes, no bread for the 
destitute, and carned wages would 
have been dwindling to wastepaper 
value in our workmen's. hands. 

These are not fantastic {maginé 
ings. All this must have followed, 
had the Socialists’ mad gallop not 
been pulled up only just in time. 
Not actually in time, however, to 
prevent mischievous and exaggerat- 
ed reports of a naval mutiny driv- 
ing us off the gold standard, Yet 
we had ample warning of the im- 
pending danger. 

Six months ago Sir Richard Hop- 
kins, who ia not paid his salary os 
Treasury Comptroller for nothing 
presumably, told us in so many 
words that we were heading rapid- 
ly for national bankruptcy and cur- 
rency collapse.

That all three political parties, by 
their spendthrift folly in bidding 
‘or votes in millions sterling, con- 
iributed to that appalling crisis is 
only too true. During two full 
terms of office with omnipotent 
majorities, Conservatives complete- 
ly failed to realise the paramount 
duty of national economy. Liberals 
forgot there was such a word as 
“retrenchment,” and assisted ao 
minority Socialist Government to 
increase the pace of aquandermania. 

Then suddenly came the rude 
awakening from the ecenomic 
trance. We had_ the  “bankers’ 
ramp.” ‘That parrot phrase means 
that, for the first time, British 
eredit «was exhausted. Foreign 
financiers refused to lend more 
millions to a nation that was living 
at the rate of £150,000,000 a year 
above its revenue at a time when it 
waa also losing £200,000,000 a year 
on its, trade balance.

Sir Herbert Samucl (Home Se- 


|eretary), at Darwen recently, re- 


plicd to the statement made by Sir 
Austen Chamberlain in the House 
of Commons regarding “hole. and 
corner” meetings of the Liberal 
Shadow Cabinet. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain, he said, 
had addressed admonitions to some 
of his Liberal colleagues and him- 
self, nnd they, no doubt, were 
kindly meant. It was as well that 
the public should have a ‘clear 
understanding of ‘the present 
political position. 

‘The creation of the National 
Government did not involve amai- 
gamation or the absorption of the 
political parties. That waa not 
desired, or proposed, by the Prime 
Minister, or by Mr. Baldwin, or 
himscif. 


Going “Much Too Far.” 


“When Sir Austen Chamberlain,” 
Sir Herbert Samuel proceeded, ‘‘sug- 
gesta that members of the Liberal 
Parliamentary Party are not to be 
permitted to mect together in con- 
sultation he Koca much too far. 

“Other sections of supporters of 
the Government in the House of 
Commons held meetings day by 
day, and it is difficult to see wi 
what is right for them should’be 
wrong for us. Sir Austen declares 
that itis incompatible with Cabinet

“DT have served in Cabinets for 
more than seven years of my life.

“tr Sir Austen Chamberlain had, 
in spirit, been at our Jast Party 
mecting, he would have heard mec 
suy to our members that I could 
give them no intimation of the 
future course. ef | Government 
policy, or enter into discus- 
sion of that matter, because to doa 
so would be # breach of Cabinet 
confidence-—a ‘statement which 
was at once accepted without the 
amalfest demur, 


“Shadow Cabinet” Extinct. 


“T certainly contemplate that 
there may be many occasions oh 
which it would be inadvisable’ for 
myself and my colleagues in the 
Cabinet to attend these meetings, 
both as a precaution for ourselves 
and as enabling greater freedom 
of discussion for our members.

committec, consisting partly of ex- 
Ministers, partly of members 
elected by the rank and file of the 
members of the Inte Parlinmont, 
with the Whips and leading mem- 


bers of the Liberal Central Or-!. 


ganisation. 

“This body has held_one meet- 
ing after the Gonora] Election in 
order to discuss the ‘chairmanship 
of the party and other matters of 
internal organisation. Now that 
the Liberal Icaders form part of 
the Government it has not been 
intended to summon it for regular 
meetings, but it remains available 
for consultation in case of emer- 


gency. 
Mr. Churchill Taken to Task. 

“J wonder whether Sir Austen 
feeln disposed to address any ad- 
monitiona to Mr. Winston Church- 
il? He has been urging upon 
Parliament the adoption of a 
policy entirely different from that 
propounded by the Prime Minis- 
ter, entirely differont from that on 
which the National Government 
was based, the clection contested, 
and the victory won. 

“Will Sir Austen endeavour to 
restrain Mr. Churchill's zeal for 
a policy of immediate all-round 
Protection without inquiry and 
without any consideration for the 
views either of the Prime Minis- 
ter or of any of his colleagues? 1 
know that it would be difflcult to 
restrain him. (Laughter), It is 
n common experience that the 
newest convert to any faith is the

DOG.RACING. 


“AMBITIOUS . PLAN.

A visit to the dog-racing track 
at Macao reveals that much 
headway has been made with the 

' work of preparing the grounds 
for greyhound racing. It is ex- 
pected that the firat meeting will 
take place in the first week in 
January, and the announcement 
of the inaugural date has heen 
promised for an enrly date. 

Trivla have begun at Macno, and 
the mochanical arrangements are 
anid to be perfectly antisfactory. 

Shortly after it was decided to 
close down greyhound — racing in 
the International Settlement in 
Shanghai, uarrangementa were 
made at Macao for the eatabliah- 
ment of this form of sport in the 
Portuguese colony. <A suitable

Dificulties Overcome. 


thme, however, hut 
fettle headway was made, and ft 
wan even thought, by those 
aceplically inclined, that the pro- 
geet would: never materialise, 
Owlng to the dilliculty in getting 
equipment quickly enough all pro- 
yrean was held up throiigh the 
summer, and then owing to uns 
favourable weather, work went on 
very slowly,

The yold standard is an attempt 
towive to the metal gold a specified 
fixed and unchangeable value in re- 
lation to other commodities; and 
thus establish a foundation upon 
‘which the financial and commereint 
michines of ‘the nation might 
securely be built and permanently 
operated. But the cost of produc- 
ing and marketing any commodity, 
even gold, must and docs vary from 
time to time; and its natural sell- 
ing price must therefore vary too, 
‘The State method for trying to give 
ti stable value to gold Was so to 
legisIute that any quantity offered 
for sale at a State Mint should be 
purchased by the State at a fixed 
price governed only by the quality 
of each parcel, the Mint price being 
roughly £4 4a. per ounce for the 
gold, A corresponding vatue was 
impressed upon certain pleces of 
it, suitably alloyed, which we 
know as coins. 

Even our pre-war ‘population 
knew little about minting, though 
handling sovereigns ound half 
sovereigns daily; and many people.

worth its coined value, neither 
more nor less; indeed, «a profes- 
sional man of high standing In 
London insisted to the writer that 
gold was intrinsically worth £4 4a.
